Zi'CK and Baker favored the position taken iu the 
point of order. 
The P r e s id e n t sustained the point of order, from 
which ruling Mr. J o h n s o n appealed. 
The roll w a s 
called and the decision of the Chair sustained by a 
vote of 19 to IS . 
The Secretary of State, in compliance with the re­ 
quest of the Senate, furnished the population of the 
State, and on motion of Mr. J o h n s o n , the communi­ 
cation was < r d e r e d printed. 
Mr. J o h n s o n introduced a bill to divide the State 
into Senate and Assembly districts. This is the 
same bill jxissed by the Senate at the regular session. 
Referred to the Committee on Apportionm ent. 
The P fksident announced the additional members 
of the Committee on Roads and Highways: Sena­ 
tors Zuck, Rowell, Anderson, Dickinson, Wendell 
and Wui. Johnston. 
On motion Senators Brown, 
George and Glascock were also added to said com­ 
m ittee. 
Mr. J o h n s o n introduced a bill making appropri­ 
ations for the governm ent of the State, for the 
thirty-third and thirty-fourth fiscal years.

to Committee 011 Finance. 
Mr B y r n e s introduced a bill to add Sections 26 1 8 
to 2673 inclusive to the Political Code, iu reference 
to Roads and Highways.

OUTLOOK. 


(By Telegraph to the Record-Union. ) 
We present below nearly complete reports from 
all sections of the State, giving the present outlook 
for the harvest of 1881 : 
Amador.—The acreage of wheat for this county is 
about three-fourths of th at of last year, owing to 
the wet weather of January. 
Since th at tim e the 
other fourth cf the tillable land has been appropri­ 
ated to barley and summer-fallow*. 
Early wheat is 
looking well, bu t th at sown since January, as well 
as the barley, though not suffering for rain, would 
be benefited by it. 
The peach crop is not so badly 
damaged by the fro9t as it was at first thought. 
About 290 tons of old wheat still remain sto.ed in 
the county. 
It is ju st beginning to rain, with a 
good prospect for a beneficial shower. 
Fruit trees, 
other than the peach and almond, are in full bloom, 
and the prospect is fair for a good crop. 
Bcttk.—The crops in Chico township and all over 
the northern portion of Butte county are looking 
splendidly, and with the exception of the late-sown 
grain are far advanced. 
More rain is needed fur the 
late sown, and at the present writing it is cloudy 
and appears near at hand. 
There is at least one- 
third less acreage sown this year than last. 
There 
are in Butte county, of last year’s crop, in ware­ 
house nearly 50Q.000 centals. 
Last Friday John 
Crouch had thirty six teams seeding a 500-acre 
field, and he expect* to get a crop from it. This Is 
the latest sowing ever known in this sec ion. 


C o l u s a —There are som ething over 100.000 tons of 
wheat in store iu this county. 
Summer-fallow is in 
splendid condition throughout the county.

The condition ef the 
early-sown grain is very favorable. 
Los Angeles.—The acreage sown to grain iu Los 
Angeles county this year, as near asean be approx 
imated, is about 120,000 acres of which 90,000 are 
wheat and 30,000 barley. 
This is a total increase of 
10.000 acres over last year. 
The am ount of grain 
still in the count} is variously estimated, but the 
most reliable estimates place the quantity at 75,000 
centals of wheat and 24,000 centals of barley. 
Marin.—There were about 3,600 acres put in 
wheat last year and about 4,000 this year. 
Tliere 
are upwards of 150 tons of wiieat stored in this 
county. 
All the crops seem to be doing very well. 
M onterey.—The following is the am ount of grain 
on hand in Monterey county, exclusive of th • rail­ 
road and steam er warehouse at Pajaro : On March 
31st Salinas City had 6,000 tons of wheat, 1,000 tons 
of barley; Castroville, 1,296 tons of wheat, 365 tons 
of barlev ; Chualar, 1.67» tons of wheat, 365 tons 
barley ; Gonzales, 1,270 tons of wheat, 174 tons of 
barley : Moss Landing, 4,800 tons of wheat, 3,750 
tono of barley ; tot il, 15,043 tons of wheat, 5,303 
tons of barley. 
There is also about 200 tons of En­ 
glish m ustard 011 ha *1 in the county, mostly at 
Castroville. 
A fair estim ate of the acreage put into 
grain this year is 160,000 acres of wheat and 20.000 
acres of barley, an increase of about 10,009 acres 
from last year. 
The crons in this immediate neigh­ 
borhood are looking well, with every prospect of a 
bountiful harvest. 
In the southern portion of the 
county below Chualai, rain is much needed. 
Mendocino.—One hundred tons of wheat are 
stored in this county of last year’s surplus. 
This 
year about two-thirds of last year’s acreage has been 
sown. 
Of the prospect nothing is yet assured. The 
crop generally is not so advanced a9 last year’s was 
ot this time, and the yield will depend on the late

H umboldt.—The winter, on the whole, has been 
very favorable to the fanners and stockm en, and 
the general feeling with all classes is satisfactory.

the restrictions they imposed are absolutely 
useless to prevent a flood of trash y legisla­ 
tion.

.1 a.-, easy as it ever was to intro­ 
duce such -tuff, anti the disposition to do 
it is as strong at ever. 
As a result the law 
is in a constant state of flux. 
It never has 
a 1 opportunity to crystallize. The law yers 
never have an opportunity to learu the 
law. 
It is in a chaotic and kaleidoscopic 
condition. 
N ine-tenths of the am end­ 
m ents proposed are stupid and useless, and 
th e other tenth are vicious. 
In tru th , it 
is becoming more and 
more doubtful 
w hether bienuial legislative sessions are 
n ot an injury instead of a benefit to the 
¡■State, and w hether it would not be a move 
in the right direction to m ake the sessions 
septennial or decennial.

THE CHIOS EARTHQUAKE. 


T he reports of the destruction of life by 
th e Chios earthquake are incredible. 
It 
is impossible to understand how five or 
even three thousand persons can have per­ 
ished, unless it is assum ed th a t some con­ 
siderable num ber had gathered somewhere, 
as in th e Lisbon earthquake of the la s t 
century, and th a t the earth liad then 
opened and swallowed them all up. 
U n­ 


le ss th e whole country had been rent into 
fissures, and people everyw here had fallen 
in to th e m and been engulfed, we do not 
understand bow so terrible a loss of life 
could have occurred. 
T hus far th e ac­ 
counts of th e catastrophe have been ex­ 
ceedingly m eager and unsatisfactory. 
All 


t h a t is know n positively is th a t th e Greek 


G o v e rn m e n t is sending supplies to the 


h o m e le ss islanders. 
I t is to b e hoped t h a t 
w hen m o re cart ful inquiry is had, th e re­ 
sults o f th e e a r th q u a k e will prove to have 


b e e n le ss terrible th a n a t first reported. 


W e publish th is m orning reports regard­ 
ing th e crop prospect in all part a of th e 
State. 
I t will be seen from these sta te ­ 
m ents th a t though in some of th e southern 
counties there w ill be an increase of the 
acreage in w heat, and though the injury 
done to the crops in some of the flooded 
d istricts prom ises to be less extensive than 
was apprehended a t first, y et the harvest 
of 1881, taking the entire State, will evi­ 
dently be m uch sm aller than th a t of 1880. 
I t is of course n ot possible to m ake a close 
estim ate of th e dim inution at th¡3 tim e, 
but we th in k there can be no doubt th at 
it will exceed tw enty-five per cent, of the 
last crop, and it m ay reach th irty -th ree 
per cent. 
Several canses have been in 
operation to produce th is result. 
The low 
price of w heat, th e large surplus rem ain­ 
ing on hand, and the destructive effects of 
floods, 
have combined to dim inish the 
acreage of th e present year. 
T he farm ers 
geuerally have felt th a t it would be im­ 
prudent to increase their w heat crops in 
: he present state of the m arket, and a3 
will be seen by reference to the reports, 
many of them have concluded to devote 
their attention to barley this year, as offer­ 
ing th e m ost encouragement. 
I t may therefore be assumed th a t there 
will be this year about a tw o-thirds crop 
a t the outside, and taking into considera­ 
tion the quantity of surplus w heat now on 
hand, this will leave the farm ers still 
heavily stocked. 
The prospect of a b et­ 
ter m arket for this year’s harvest is thus 
far ene uraging. 
In m any parts of Europe 
the extrem e severity of the w iuter and pro- 
‘racted coldness of the spring have set back 
the crops very seriously. 
The reports 
from England, in particular, are sucli as to 
w arrant the belief th a t th a t country will 
have to be a heavy buyer next fall. 
In 
southern Russia, also, the w eather has 
been exceptionally bad, and th e same great 
cold wave appears to have passed over 
nearly all th e cereal belt of Europe. 
In 
th e U nited States there has been an alm ost 
sim ilar record of disaster. 
Throughout 
th e great w heat country of th e W est the 
cold has been unprecedented, and it is stated 
th at the soil through immense tracts in 
this region is still frozen to a depth of 
three feet, while from one to three feet of 
snow rem ains upon the frozen surface. 
The presum ption, therefore, is, th a t neither 
in Europe nor the W est will there be heavy 
crops this year, and if th a t is the case there 
will be so m uch th e more dem and for the 
w heat of California. 
I t is true, and this 
fact m ust not be forgotten, th a t our *VS e6t 
ern S tates have, equally w ith California, a 
considerable surplus stock of cereals on 
hand ; b u t it is none the less apparent th a t 
the 
probable 
decrease 
of 
production 
throughout th a t region m ust affect the m ar­ 
k et favorably for our farm ers. 
T he prospect of cheaper tonnage this 
year also appears good. 
A large am ount 
of shipping has already been engaged, and 
the indications are th a t the rates will rule 
considerably lower than last year, and pos­ 
sibly even lower than for tw o or three 
years past. 
The general indications are of 
a character to encourage th e w heat grow ­ 
ers of this State, in fact, and we do not 
think th a t th ey will have any reason to 
regret having held th eir last year’s crop to 
the extent they have done. 
Looking back 
upon th e events of th e past four or five 
m onths, indeed, it is impossible not to real­ 
ize th a t the California farm ers have made 
a very fortunate escape from a well-devised 
anil audacious bear movem ent on th e part 
of th e speculators, the effect of which, had 
it been successful, would have been to re­ 
lieve them of th eir heavy last year’s crop 
at a nominal figure, and to put the buyers 
ir. a position to gather all the profit from 
its production. The persistence w ith which 
the m ost exaggerated estim ates of the crop 
were circulated, and the exasperation of 
th e speculators when their scheme wa3 
exposed, are sufficient evidences of w hat 
was intended. 
As it is, th e farm ers have 
held a large proportion of th eir grain, and 
for w hat they have sold they have re­ 
ceived m uch b etter prices than a t one 
tim e they had any reason to exjiect. 
W hen the Southern Pacific Railroad is 
com pleted to tide-w ater on the Gulf of 
Mexico it Í3 believed th a t it will become 
practicable to transport th e bulk of tbe 
grain crops overland, and discharge them 
at Liverpool w ithin th irty days, at a con­ 
siderably lower rate th an the average of 
ocean freights. 
The accomplishm ent of 
th at revolution will, it is scarcely necessary 
to point out, enable our farm ers to take 
every advantage of the state of the L iver­ 
pool m arket. 
I t will in fact practically 
put an end to speculation in w heat on this 
coast, and the occupation of the m iddle­ 
men w ill be gone. 
B ut it will then be 
even more necessary th an now for the 
farm ers to have ample Btorage facilities, 
and as th e experience of the past year has 
shown th a t under th e new C onstitution 
w arehousing m ust henceforth be carried on 
m ainly outside of the cities because of the 
necessity of escaping taxation, it will be 
the more desirable th a t th e farm ers should 
unite in buildiug th eir own warehouses 
w henever it ¡3 found possible to do so. 
A ltogether th e outlook is sufficiently 
healthy. 
A small crop is w hat we most 
need for 1S31, and wc arc disposed to 
th in k th a t if the crop had been ten, or 
even tw enty per cent, less th an it prom ­ 
ises, it would have heen still better. 
As 
the case stands, 
however, 
there is no 
ground for dissatisfaction. 
H eavy h ar­ 
vests iu Europe and the W est m ight have 
causad us trouble, 
b u t there is th e best 
reason to believe th a t the m arket for C ali­ 
fornia w heat will be firm and active this 
fail, 
and th a t the surplus of 1S80 will, 
together w ith the new harvest, be disposed 
of a t rem unerativo prices. 


INSANITY AND SUICIDE. 


A very decided increase both in suicide 
and insanity is reported to have taken 
place of late years, iu Europe and the 
U nited States. 
W hether this is a real 
increase, or w hether it is iu fact a ttrib u ­ 
table to the increasing perfection of sta ­ 
tistics, rem ains to be ascertained. 
B ut 
the belief has for some tim e been held 
among scientific observers th a t th e con­ 
ditions of m odern life predispose to in ­ 
sanity and to suicide in a growing ratio. 
I t is indeed beyond question th a t the 
sharpness and intensity of th e struggle 
for existence has been increased by the 
rapid grow th of luxury, and by the ex ­ 
panding dem ands of civilization. 
I t is not 
possible any longer for men w ith any am ­ 
bition and energy to live as cheaply, or 
easily, or sim ply, as of old. 
T he friction 
of life has been very greatly aggravated 
during the last half century-, and as it 
is certain 
th a t the intellectual capac­ 
ity of 
the m ajority of 
m ankind 
has 
grown very m uch more slowly, it may b e 
understood how the pressure can have over­ 
come the m ental balance of a large pro­ 
portion of the com batants. 
I t is equally 
clear th a t the resort to suicide may grow 
out of th e same conditions. 
The num ber 
of men and women who 
p o ssess a little 
knowledge in these days is enormously 
greater than at any form er tim e. 
This 


little knowledge in many- cases serves only 
to engender discontent w ith th eir condi­ 
tion, bu t does not suffice to lead them to 
higher things. 
They become therefore 
soured and gloomy, and th eir disgust a t life 
m ay easily reach the point of willingness 
to lay it down. 
T he only rem edy for 
these consequences of insufficient intelli­ 
gence is a b etter and fuller education. 
Popular education th u s far has proved in 
some im portant respects a failure. 
I t 
has in fact been but the sm atterings of 
education. 
I t has helped to ad d conceit 
to ignorance, b a t it has not cleared the 
vision of th e masses. 
The only w ay to 
help those whose faculties are feeble is to 
teach them better. 
In some respects the 
current dem ocratic doctrines are rather 
prejudicial than helpful to weak m entali­ 
ties, for th ey encourage belief in a popular 
wisdom aud capacity w hich is certainly at 
present little more th an a superstition, and 
they discourage th a t practical search after 
tru th which m ust precede all useful enter- 
j rises. 
W h at is needed m ost at this time 
is greater candor and earnestness in the 
w orld’s teachers and guides. 
W eak minds 
are not to be strengthened by m isrepre­ 
sentations 
and 
fantasies, 
and if 
the 
w r.ck of such m inds is to be diminished 
there m ust be a greater access of honest 
and even severe instruction than has yet 


appeared.

W a s h in g t o n , A pril 6th.—The positions 
taken by Senators Sherman aud Bayard in 
their speeches to-day have broughtjnto bold 
relief the fact which had previously been less 
apparent than at present, th at the contest in 
the Senate is practically a contest between 
the two great political parties for the election 
of the next U nited States Senator from V ir­ 
ginia. 
The people of th at State will next 
Stall elect not only a Governor, Judges of the 
Court of Appeals and other State officers, 
but also the Legislature which, in 1882, is to 
elect Senator Johnston’s successor, to take 
his seat in M arch, 1883. 
I t is generally be 
lieved by both partie. in the Senate th at the 
success of the movement to make Kiddle- 
berger Sergeant-at-Arms involves a coalition 
of the R eadjustee and Republicans in Vir­ 
ginia, which would almost c ’rtainly insure 
the success of the coalition and result in the 
compiete overthrow of the regular Democracy 
in the “ Old Dominion.” 
A rumor is afl at, and is credited in some 
quarters, th at if the deadlock continues much 
longer the President will convene the Forty- 
seventh Congress in extra session. 
The re­ 
port is probably intended to frighten the 
Democrats into yielding the Senate patronage 
for fear of losing the House patronage, which, 
unless an extra session be called, they will 
continue to enj y until next December. 
I t is now definitely known that President 
G arield approves the stand taken by the Re­ 
publicans of the Senate, and it is believed to 
tie strongly corroborated, not only by the fact 
th at his closest friends in the Senate have 
openly advised the present programme, hut 
also by the President’s own utterauce this 
morning, when he expressed himself warmly 
iu fav ir of the proposed alliance of the V ir­ 
ginia Republicans with the party of SeLator 
Mahone. 
Frilled S la te s S e ria te . 
W a s h in g t o n , April 6 th .—The Vice-Presi­ 
dent presented the unfinished business—the 
election of Senate officers. 
M cPherson held that the Chair should call 
for the presentation of petitions and memo­ 
rials, but the Chair said this was not au ex­ 
ecutive session, and there was no morning 
hour.' 
l ’erry sustained this view, and McPherson 
offered, as his right, the Boyton petition, 
ai d on his request it was refereed without 
chj-ction to the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fdis. 
The Senate—31 to 30—refused to go into an 
executive session, and a lengthy debate en­ 
sued, participated in by Bayard, Sherman, 
Hoar and others, at the close of which the 
Senate adjourned.

The Democrats elect also the 
City Treasurer by 4,900, the A ttorney by 
5.700 and the Clerk by 1,500 majority. 
The 
K -publicans gained two Aldermen, and have 
control of the Council by a secure m ajority. 
They also elect the following town officers: 
In N orth Town the Collector; in South 
Town the Supervisor, Collector, Assessor and 
Clerk, by majorities of 170 to 1,828, and in 
W est Town the Collector and Clerk. 
These 
changes from the supposed result show quite 
clearly that the votes were more generally 
divided on personal than political grounds, 
and deprive the result of its significance from 
a political standpoint. 
C hicago, A pril Glh.—Harrison's m ajority 
over Clark for Mayor, according to complete 
returns, is 7,741.

The M lssonrl Flood. 
Omaha, April 6th.—A letter received from 
Ponca says that the town of Green Island, 


which was swept away by tbe Missouri river 
flood, consisted of about 30 houses, occupied 
by 150 persons, and as far as known no per- 
s 'n belonging to the town was drowned. 
There were many narrow and remarkable 
escapes, some persons barely saving their 
lives by climbing into trees and remaining 
there all night. 
Several persons were floated 
on the tops of their houses, which were swept 
down stream ; but the parties were rescued 
by means of boats. 
A great deal of live 
stock has been lost. 
Three hundred people in 
Cedar county. Neb., have been made homeless 
and destitute, and are sustaining life with 
food supplied by neighbors. I t is claimed that 
ice covers their farms to such a depth and 
extent that it will take several weeks to 
melt, and it is thought th at it will not disap­ 
pear until the 1st of J u n e ; aud even were 
the land clear of ice it could not be planted, 
as the people have lost all their seed, teams, 
wsgons and implements. 
The people of 
Yankton, Dakota, and St. Helena, Neb., 
have organized relief committees. 
The M is­ 
souri river averages six miles in w ilth for 100 
miles above Ponca. The gorges are still hold­ 
ing firm. 
M any of the cakes of ice which 
have floated down past Ponca are reported as 
being an acre in extent, and from three to 
five feet thick. 
The worst of the flood has 
not yet come. 
The D iseaiod P ork O iirsrion, 
W ashington, April 6th.—Secretary Blaine 
has received from the U nited States' Consul 
a t Basle. Switzerland, a letter about the im­ 
portation of pork from America. 
Consul 
Mason, alter an investigation of the circum­ 
stances th at led to the excitement in France 
and Switzerland, reaches the following con­ 
clusion : 
First—The ostensible occasion for the agitation of 
this subject, and the decree of interdiction by the 
French Government, was an o u tb re .k o f trichinosis 
in a family which at first supposed it had eaten 
American pork ; bu t it is now officially conceded 
that the trouble was caused by the liesh of a newly- 
killed home-bred pig, eaten in a raw state. 
In some 
instances of recent occurrence salt pork of alleged 
American origin, found infected with trichina;, has 
been proven to have come from Germany, where, as 
is well-known, trichinosis originated many years 
ago. 
Second—'There is 110 instance on record of any 
person in Europe being injured in health by eating 
hams or pork imported in a salted condition from 
the United States, the only danger from trichina: 
being through eating hog’s flesh in a fresh state, 
recently slaughtered and imperfectly cooked. 
Third —T hat from the 1st of November until file 
10th of January, 1881 (two aud a half months), 136,­ 
351,000 pounds of lard and 137,987,500 pounds of 
hogs’ flesh have been exported from the United 
States to G reat Britain, where the official inspection 
of such imports is most rigid, a- d in all this vast 
quantity no instance of infection has been dis­ 
covered. 
F ourth—Almost all authenticated instances of in­ 
ju ry to hum an health by trichina- have occurred in 
Germany, where fresh ¡Kirk is sometimes eaten un­ 
cooked, and no such danger has heen incurred from 
eating salted and seasoned meats. 
Fifth—L uring two years the principal im porter

FEATURES OF THE LAND BILL. 
L ondon, A pril 6th.—I t is expected that 
Gladstone's speech introducing the land bill 
in the Commons to morrow will occupy three 
hours. 
I t is anticipated th at the bill will 
provide, under the head "S ale of Tenures,” 
th at every holding shall first be offered to the 
landlord, and the landlord may prohibit the 
sale of the holding where reasonable grounds 
exist. 
The question of what are reasonable 
grounds of prohibition may be referred to the 
Land Court. WL ere the landlords propose to 
raise the rent of a purchasing tenant, the 
latter may resell, and shall be entitled to de­ 
mand from the landlord a capitalization 
equal to ten times the annual increase de­ 
manded. 
The sale of a holding bars any 
claim to compensation for disturbance or im­ 
provements, and receipts of such compensa­ 
tion bars the right of sale. 
Such compensa­ 
tion bars the right of sale where the tenant 
devises an interest to his children or to other 
persons. 
Only one of the devisees shall oc­ 
cupy 
the 
holding, 
the 
object 
being 
to 
prevent subdivision 
contrary to the 
wishes of the landlords. 
W hen a tenant ac­ 
cepts the increased rent proposed by the 
landlord, such tenant may not be disturbed 
for fifteen years, during which period there 
shall not be eviction or compulsory increase 
of rent, except as a consequence of a breach 
of certain statutory conditions; but if the 
tenant declines the proposed increase and 
quits, he shall, if he sells his holdings, be en­ 
titled to receive from the landlord ten times 
the amount demanded in increase. 
The sta­ 
tutory conditions which bind a tenant, as 
above, for tbe punctual paym ent of rent, 
guarantee against waste, and submission to 
the ordinary rights of inspection, shooting, 
etc , and contain a prohibition to sub-iet or 
divide w ithout written permission of the 
andlord. 
The lim itation in the Land A ct 
of 1870, of compensation fur disturbance to 
£250, will be replaced by a sliding scale. 
W here rent is 
under 
880, compensation 
will 
be seven years’ rent ; where rent 
is under £30, not exceeding 
five years' 
rent ; where rent is under £100 and up­ 
ward, not exceeding three year»’ rent. 
The 
A ct of 1870 will he lurther amended to 
fully protect the tenant’s right for compensa­ 
tion for improvements, where said tenant 
surrenders to the n»w tenant as the landlord’s 
wish, or takes a different holding. The A ct cf 
1870, relating to compensation for improve- 
men’s, or eviction by title paramount, is af­ 
firmed. 
W hat is “ fair rent” may be decided 
by the Court on application of the landlord 
and tenant from time to tim e during the 
continuance of the holding, but the C om t’s 
decision shall have no retrospective action. 
W hen the Court has fixed the rent, there is 
to be no disturbance for fifteen years. 
This 
period of fifteen years’ security tur the ten­ 
ant occurs frequently in the bill, and is con­ 
stituted tbe statutory term which must ex­ 
pire before the new term can begin, or new 
proceedings 
be 
had. 
The 
Civil 
Bill 
Court of the county is invested with equita­ 
ble jurisdiction to meet cases where the land­ 
lord 
and 
tenant 
act 
unreasonably 
to­ 
ward 
one 
another. 
I t 
may pun­ 
ish the tenant by ordering him to pay 
costs 
for 
refusing 
to 
accept 
such 
terms as the Court thinks reasonable ; it may 
enable the landlord to resume his holding by 
ordering the tenant to agree to a loDger ten­ 
ure than the statutory fifteen years. 
The 
Court will indorse such an agreement, and 
protect it as if it were for the statutory term . 
The present tenure of rent shall be subject to 
revision by the Court at intervals of not less 
than fifteen years, and tenants shall not be 
evicted except upon a breach of the statutory 
conditions. 
The owner of an entailed estate 
may exercise rights as though he were the 
absolute owner, except that he may not give 
fixed tenure without the sanction of the 
Court. 
Appeals will be from the Civil Bill 
Court to the Assize, and in special cases to the 
Superior Courts in Dublin. 
Parties may ar­ 
bitrate on an agreement. 
The machinery of 
Land Courts will chiefly lie in the hands of 
the Land Commission. 
A second bill amend­ 
atory of the Act of 1870, relates to the pur­ 
chasing power under the Bright clauses.

The surest of all natural prophylactics 
is active exercise in the open air. 
Air is a 
part of our daily food and by far the most 
important part. 
A man can live on seven 
meals a week, and survive the warmest 
summer day with seven draughts of fresh 
water, but his supply of gaseous nourish­ 
ment has to be renewed at least fourteen 
thousand times in the twenty-four hours. 
Every breath we draw U a draught of 
fresh oxygen, every emission of breathy is 
an evacuation of gaseous recrements, 
i he 
puritv of our blood depends chiefly on the 
purity of the air we breathe, for in the 
laboratory of the lungs the atmospheric 
air is brought into contact at each respira­ 
tion with the fluids of the venous and arte­ 
rial systems, which absorb it and circulate 
it through the whole body ; in other words, 
if a man breathes the vitiated atmosphere 
of a factory all day and of a close bedroom 
all night, his life-blood is tainted fourteen 
thousand times in the course of the twen­ 
ty-four hours with foul vapors, dust, and 
noxious exhalations. \\ e need not wond.er, 
then, that ill-ventilated dwellings aggra­ 
vate the evils of so many diseases, nor that 
pure air should be almost a panacea. 
Out­ 
door life is both a remedy and a preventive 
of all known disorders of the respiratory 
organs ; consumption, in all but the last 
stage of the deliquium, cm be conquered 
by transferring the battle-ground from the 
sick room to the wilderness of the next 
mountain range. 
Asthma, catarrh, and 
tubercular phthisis, are unknown among 
the 
nomads 
of the intertropical des­ 
erts, 
as 
well 
as 
among the 
home­ 
less 
hunters 
of 
our 
Northwestern 
Territories. 
Hunters and herders, who 
breathe the pure air of the South American 
pampas, subsist for years on a diet that 
would endanger the life of a city dweller 
in a single month. 
It has been repeatedly 
observed that individuals who attained to 
an extreme old age were generally poor 
peasants whose vocations required daily 
labor in the open air, though their habits 
differed in almost every other respect; 
also that the average duration of life in 
various countries of the old world depends 
not so much ou climatic peculiarities or 
their respective degree of culture as on the 
chief occupation of the inhabitants ; the 
starved Hindoo outlives the well-fed Par- 
see merchant, the unkempt Bulgarian en­ 
joys an average longevity of 43 years to 
the west Austrian citizen’s 35.—[Dr. Felix
